Leaders  wanted  for  the  leadership  college

"I  think  that  the  work  that  you  are 
doing  will  play  a  big  role  in  the  future," 
Kerry  Kennedy  Cuomo  said  to  an  inti- 
mate crowd  that  gathered  in  the  Ellis 
White  Lecture  Hall  for  the  commence- 
ment of  the  third  annual  Leadership 
Conference  on  Oct.  6.  Cuomo  spoke  of 
her  work  with  international  issues  fac- 
ing immigrants. 

Many  students,  either  in  the 
Leadership  Academy  or  involved  in 
leadership  positions  on  campus,  were 
invited  to  participate  in  the  workshops 
presented  by  the  faculty  and  staff  of 
Fitchburg  State  College. 

"All  Americans  are  immigrants  or 
descendants  of  immigrants,"  said 
Cuomo,  who  began  working  in  the  field 
of  human  rights  in  1981.  Throughout 
her  career,  Cuomo  has  investigated

Scholarships  offered  to  potential  leaders 
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Fitchburg  State  College  has 
announced  a  new  $150,000  scholarship 
program  that  will  target  high-achieving 
students  in  Massachusetts  and  beyond. 

Students  with  strong  academic  cre- 
dentials, or  who  have  demonstrated 
leadership  potential,  will  receive  gener- 
ous annual  awards,  some  that  cover  the 
cost  of  tuition. 

The  merit  awards  will  add  to 
Fitchburg  State's  existing  mix  of  merit- 
and  need-based  scholarships. 

Students  accepted  into  the 
Leadership  Academy,  the  college's 
honors  program,  receive  full  tuition  and 
fee  scholarships. 

"Our  single  most  important  issue  is 
maintaining  high  academic  quality," 
said  Robert  McGann,  dean  of  enroll- 
ment management. 

"These  new  scholarships  will 
increase  the  number  of  hard-working 
students  we  can  serve." 

In  recent  years,  the  college  has  tight- 
ened its  academic  standards,  refusing 
entrance  to  more  students  than  ever 
before. 

The  Scholar  Awards  will  be  funded 
by     the     Fitchburg     State     College 


Foundation,  the  college's  private  fund 
raising  arm. 

Gifts  to  the  college  last  year  totaled 
more  than  $1  million,  and  the  institu- 
tion's endowment  now  stands  at  $6  mil- 
lion,-the  highest  in  the  state  college 
system,  according  to  McGann. 

"A  state  college  is  a  great  value," 
said  McGann.  "The  wide-reaching 
nature  of  our  scholarship  offerings 
increases  that  value  dramatically. 
Talented  students  will  benefit  from  our 
excellent  teachers,  small  classrooms 
and  leadership-development  opportuni- 
ties. 

While  grade  point  averages  and  stan- 
dardized test  scores  will  serve  as  prima- 
ry factors  in  determining  awards,  other 
variables  will  be  considered. 

"As  the  state's  Leadership  College, 
we  will  also  look  closely  at  students 
who  have  shown  themselves  to  be  lead- 
ers in  some  manner"  or  who  have 
excelled  outside  the  classroom," 
McGann  said. 

Federal,  state  and  philanthropic  pro- 
grams provide  Fitchburg  State  students 
with  more  than  $6  million  in  grants, 
loans  and  scholarships.

These  awards  are  given 
in  honor  of  the  late  Professor  Ruth 
Butler  of  the  Mathematics  Department. 
Grants  are  to  be  awarded  to  promote 
professional  or  artistic  development,  or 
activities  that  are  appropriate  to  fur- 
thering the  goals  of  Fitchburg  State 
College.  Grants  normally  may  be 
awarded  to  full-time  members  of  the 
faculty,  administration  and  student 
body  of  Fitchburg  State  College.  If  in 
any  one  year  such  grants  use  less  than 
the  funds  available,  part-time  members 
of  the  three  groups  may  be  considered 
as  grantees.

LA  STRADA  FILM  AT 
FITCHBURG  STATE 

Fitchburg  State  College's 
International  Film  Series  will  open  on 
Oct.  27  with  a  screening  of  Fellini's 
classic  La  Strada  at  7  p.m.  in  the 
Hammond  Buildings  Ellis  White 
Lecture  Hall. 

Legendary  director  Federico 
Fellini's  powerful  and  poetic  La  Strada 
film  his  break  with  the  neo-realistic  tra- 
dition. It  introduces  many  of  the  visu- 
al motifs  that  he  would  dwell  on 
throughout  his  career:  the  sea.  parades, 
the  circus,  and  differing  women. 

The  story  is  one  of  the  most  famil- 
iar in  cinema.  A  brutish  strongman 
named  Zampano  (Anthony  Quinn) 
tours  Italy,  living  in  a  ramshackle  van 
pulled  by  a  motorcycle.  He  needs  an 
assistant  for  his  act.  and  from  a  poor 
widow  at  the  seaside  he  purchases  her 
slow-witted  daughter  Gelsomina  (Giul 
letta  Masina).  He  is  cruel  to  the  young 
woman,  but  she  has  a  Chaplinesque 
innocence  that  somehow  shields  her 
from  the  worst  of  life,  and  she  is  proud 
of  his  accomplishments,  such  as  learn- 
ing to  pla\  his  signature  tune  on  a  trum- 
pet. 

Gunther  Hoos.  assistant  professor  of 
communications/media,  will  lead  a  dis- 
cussion following  the  films. 

The  presentation  is  funded  in  part  by 
the  Center  for  Italian  Culture.

abuses  committed  by  U.S.  immigration 
officials  against  refugees  from  El 
Salvador. 

Cuomo,  who  has  led  33  human  rights 
delegations,  was  invited  to  speak  at  the 
conference  because  of  her  diverse 
background  in  the  area  of  human 
rights,  including  child  labor,  disappear- 
ances, freedom  of  expression,  the  envi- 
ronment and  women's  rights. 

The  conference  was  comprised  of 
two  speakers,  three  break-out  sessions 
and  dinner  in  the  Underground.  The 
break-out  sessions  ran  under  an  hour 
each  and  provided  the  students 
involved  with  comprehensive  lessons 
in  dealing  with  leadership,  gaining  the 
trust  of  those  you  lead  and  dealing  with 
the  problems  that  hurt  those  in  the  lead- 
ership positions.

Trent  Reznor  reveals  his  'Fragile'  side

With  Halloween  approaching  I  would 
hate  to  send  any  of  you  to  the  movie 
store  without  a  clue  as  to  what  to  rent. 
Obviously  Friday  the  13th  is  an  excel- 
lent choice  and  a  marathon  of 
Nightmare  on  Elm  Street  isn't  out  of 
the  question,  but  doesn't  tradition  call 
for  a  horror  movie  marathon  of 
Halloween's  namesake ?

A 
serial  killer  with  nothing  better  to  do 
one  rainy  Halloween  night  he  decides 
to  travel  back  to  his  hometown  of 
Haddonville  and  massacre  a  bunch  of 
horny  babysitters  and  their  dates.

Halloween  6  The  Curse  of  Michael 
Myers,  these  titles  are  beginning  to  feel 
like  the  damn  Planet  of  the  Apes  titles! 
Next  it  will  be  Battle  to  Escape  from 
the  Night  of  the  Planet  of  Michael 
Myers!  Yeesh!  In  this  one  we  get  to 
see  the  dysfunctional  family  that  little 
Laurie  grew  up  in.  almost  making  the 
Myers'  look  normal.  The  Strode  fami- 
ly start  off  as  your  typical  American 
family,  no  morals,  father's  got  a 
crooked   real   estate   business   going.

Reznor  burst  onto  the  music  scene  as 
a  solo  artist  in  1989  with  his  debut.

When 
he  began  to 
make  a  big 
impres- 
sion, both 
good  and 
bad.  on  the 
public,  he 
decided  to 
pick  up 
some  back- 
up band 
members 
and  Nine  Inch  Nails  was  formed. 

A  second  album.  "Downward 
Spiral."  arose  soon  after,  bringing  Nine 
Inch  Nails  into  the  mainstream  and  also 
showing  that  Reznor  had  more  than  a 
few  tricks  up  his  sleeve. 

So  when  "Fragile"  came  out.  we 
expected  nothing  but  greatness  (not  too 
much  pressure!)  from  the  man  who  had 
created  "closer."  "Head  Like  a  Hole." 
and  "Perfect  Drug."  Thankfully. 
"Fragile"  delivers. 

With  his  combination  of  alternative 
and  industrial  music  blended  with 
obscure  lyrics.  Reznor  stands  in  a  cat- 
egory all  his  own.  Just  remember: 
Never  expect  a  Nine  Inch  Nails  album 
to  be  like  the  last  one.

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Lancers  can't  tame  the  soaring  Falcons

When  members  of  the  Fitchburg 
State  College  football  team  arrived  at 
Worcester  State  to  face  their  arch  rivals. 
visions  of  past  losses  must  have  swirled 
through  their  heads.  After  all.  the 
Falcons  had  lost  14  of  their  last  15 
games  to  the  Lancers,  and  had  just  fin- 
ished a  wicked  battle  against  Westfield 
State  that  had  given  them  little  time  to 
prepare. 

By  the  end.  however,  these  visions 
were  replaced  with  scenes  of  victory. 
"We  handled  adversity  ...  stuck  togeth- 
er as  a  team  and  won  the  football 
game."  FSC  coach  Dave  Flynn  said. 
Still,  when  a  holding  penally  made  it 
first-and-20  on  Fitchburg's  33.  with  less 
than  three  minutes  to  go  in  the  game 
and  the  Falcons  down  16-13.  fans  had 
reason  to  feel  nervous.  Then  Rich 
Boardman  calmly  threw  a  timely  43- 
yard  pass  to  Tanner  Grove  that 
unnerved     Worcester     State.     Enter 


D' Andre  Freeman  (31  carries  for  117 
yards  and  three  touchdowns),  who 
grabbed  the  ball  from  Boardman  and 
faked  inside,  sending  the  entire  Lancer 
defense  charging  to  the  right  while  he 
hopped  outside  and  sprinted  down  the 
left  sideline  for  his  third  touchdown.  A 
blocked  extra  point  kept  Worcester 
within  field-goal  range  at  19-16. 
Worcester  got  the  ball  back  on  the  ensu- 
ing kickoff.  and  returned  it  to  the  28. 

But  the  Falcons'  swarming  defense 
attacked  with  talons  extended  all  game. 
"That's  the  kind  of  attitude  we're  trying 
to  bring  to  the  school."  Junior  Captain 
Jason  Smith  said.  "Never  give  up.  play 
attack  defense  and  get  after  them.'"  An 
incomplete  pass,  and  a  huge  sack  by 
Jason  Sadorblum,  followed  by  a  quick 
pass  out  of  the  backfield.  made  it  fourth 
and  15  and  revenge  looked  sweet  for 
FSC.  But  Worcester's  resourceful  quar- 
terback Mike  Weiss  scrambled  up  the 
middle  for  15  yards  and  a  first  down. 
Weiss    desperately    reassembled    his 


offense  to  spike  the  ball,  and  stopped 
the  clock  with  only  35  seconds  left  in 
the  game.  The  Lancers  came  to  line  on 
second  and  10  and  scouted  FSC's 
defense. 

"We're  a  defense-oriented  team." 
said  Scott  Cormier.  "We  attack  the 
quarterback  on  every  play." 
The  soaring  defense  caused  three 
straight  incomplete  passes,  forcing 
Worcester  State  to  go  for  it  on  fourth 
and  10.  But  the  Falcons,  refusing  to  be 
tamed,  blitzed  Worcester's  new  QB 
Chad  Sexton. 

Sexton  had  to  scramble  to  the  right, 
where  Scott  Dredge  swooped  down  and 
annihilated  him  from  behind,  forcing  a 
fumble.  The  ball  bounced  crazily 
around  on  the  turf  until  it  was  scooped 
up  by  Redford  Salmon,  who  jogged 
effortlessly  into  the  end  zone  as  time 
expired,  for  a  25-16  Falcon  win. 

"We  made  some  mistakes  in  that  red 
zone,  but  we  kept  our  poise,  and  we 
knew  we  could  score,  so  we  just  kept 


coming  after  them."  Coach  Flynn  said. 
Both  teams  came  out  playing  vicious 
defense  in  the  first  half,  sacking  the 
quarterbacks  repeatedly.  But  after  Eric 
Meyer  sacked  Weiss,  and  forced  a  fum- 
ble that  was  recovered  by  FSC. 
Boardman  was  able  to  throw  a  quick 
fade  to  Gene  Clemons.  who  caught  the 
ball  and  fell  down  on  the  one-foot  line. 
It  took  Freeman  three  attempts  to  score 
from  that  line  and  give  FSC  a  7-0  lead. 
Weiss  threw  to  Frisch  to  tie  the  game  at 
7-7  with  6:04  to  go  in  the  first. 

Both  teams  were  unable  to  stop  the 
ruthless  pass  rushers,  and  went  into 
halftime  tied  at  7.  Worcester  kicked  a 
field  goal  in  the  third  quarter  to  make  it 
10-7.  But  FSC  quickly  drove  downfield 
to  go  ahead  on  Freeman's  22-yard  TD 
run.  A  missed  field  goal  made  it  13-10. 
A  long  drive  by  the  Lancers  ended  in  a 
9-yard  TD  run  by  Chris  Parker,  but  FSC 
blocked  the  extra-point  attempt  to  hold 
the  score  at  16-13.  Final  score: 
Fitchburg  25-Worcester  16.

Besides,  in  the  NFL  it's  the 

number  of  carries  that's  important,  not 

averages.  Teams  that  rush  the  ball  over 

30  times  a  game  win  over  80  percent  of 

the  time  regardless  of  average  yards  per 

carry. 

6.  Do  you  like  the  Patriots'  defense ? 


No  -  They  gave  up  28  points  in  the  first 

two  games,  and  allowed  the  Browns  to 

stay  in  the  game. 

Yes  -  They  beat  the  crap  out  of  the  Jets.

allowed  one  TD.  and 

Cleveland  looked  hopeless  in  the  fourth 

quarter.
